Ro far aa the vice presidential can­ 
didate is concerned it may be stated 
positively that Colonel Roosevelt has 
expressed no choice, nor will he do so.

would like a Southern Democrat as a 
running mate, but no one has been 
proposed up to this time who meets 
(be requirements fixed upon. 
The convention will be much larger 
than was expected when the call was 
Issued. 
Every state will be repre­ 
sented. 
A number will have double 
representations, and some even larger. 
Connecticut, for example, which is en­ 
titled to seven delegates. 1b sending 
forty-nine: Missouri, which ordinarily 
would have thirty-six delegates, will 
be represented by 130. Arizona, Idaho 
and Montana will have four times the 
number of delegates authorized by the 
call. 
It is the understanding that 
1,200 delegates will be in attendance 
•nd they, wdth the alternates, will 
more than fill the floor spare of the 
Coliseum. 
W hat will be done In the convention 
will be less important from a political 
(Point of view than what will be done 
lcutside. 
It is the purpose of Senator 
Dixon and other leaders to hold con­ 
ferences with every delegation for the 
purpose of formulating a specific pro­ 
gram as to the organization of a local 
[Progressive party in each state. 
Tn other words, the country .is to be 
IChown that Colonel Roosevelt and his 
supporters are not merely working 
a bolting faction of the Republican 
Iparty to win the election in November.

Senate Allows $100,000 for Destitute 
From Mexico. 
Washington, Aug. 
3.—The destitu­ 
tion of American refugees from Mex­ 
ico, now quartered at El Paso, result­ 
ed in the passage by the senate of a 
resolution authorising the war depart­ 
m ent to spend $100,000 in transporting 
them to such points in the United 
States as they wish to reach. 
The m easure was presented by Sen­ 
ator Bailey and passed after a brief 
debate. 
It will need the approval of 
the house and the president before 
the appropriation becomes available. 
Senator Hailey declared the refugees 
were in dire need and in most cases 
were unable to proceed beyond that 
city. 
Transportation would be pro­ 
vided under the resolution only for 
those who are receiving some aid In 
"shelter or sustenance” from the gov­ 
ernm ent at El Paso. 


REFUGEES Constitutional Amendment Offered to 
Give Power to Congress.
